SUPREME COURT OVERTHROWS 
STEEL SEIZURE 


WasliiiiK'toii — The Supreme Court b y a 6-3 vote today overthrew 
Presid ent T r u m a n ’s seizure of the steel industry ae illegal and u n ­ 
constitutional. 
The m omentous decision raised the possib ility of a new strike b y 
the ('lO United Steelw orkers who have followed a ‘‘no contract no w ork ” 
policy. 
The high trib unal upheld the decision uf U. S. District Judge David 
A. Pine that the P resident had no inherent or legal power to seize the 
steel mills. 
Justice Black wrote the majority opinion with Justices Jackson, 
Burton, Clark, Douglas and F ra n k fu r te r concurring. Chief Justice Vin­ 
son and Justices Reed and Minton dissented.

Combined Field of Study 


C ont i nu e d f r om I*« « « ' One 
working together at the Yale Uni­ 
versity Medical school in a new 
branch of research which has been 
named “ Medical Physics.” 
The members of this team are 
using the new tools and methods 
of modern physics in their search 
for further understanding of the 
age-old ills of the human body. 
Physicians. 
physiologists, 
bio­ 
chemists, physicists and engineers, 
they have pooled their specialized 
knowledge for a combined attack 
on the mysteries of disease. 
Its members, who average little 
more than 30 years of age. have 
been drawn from many different 
nations. 
Dr. Gabrieli. 21, is a native of 
Budapest who worked in Sweden 
before coming to the United ¡States. 
Dr. Frederick Kao, 32, is a native 
of Peiping, China; 
Dr. Kenneth 
J ohnson. 27, is a native of Brook­ 
lyn. N. Y.; Dr. Aina Auskaps was 
born in Latvia; Dr. Irving Sher- 
man, 32. comes from East Chicago, ¡ sembled 


and widely-known application of 
physics to medical research has 
been in the field of atomic energy. 
The 
radioactive 
substances 
now 
available to research laboratories 
have enabled scientists to study 
closely the functions of the human 
body’s many organs. 
j * * 
These 
radioactive 
substances, | [ 10 
injected 
into 
laboratory animals 
or human patients, can be traced 
and measured with an accuracy 
never before possible. Researchers 
i can follow the progress of sub- 
j stances “ labelled” with radioactiv­ 
i t y 
as 
they 
travel 
through 
the 
bloodstream to the various organs 
and into the cells. 
This research has a deeper pur­ 
pose than the mere discovery of 
possible cures. The medical phy­ 
sicists are seeking more knowledge 
about the mysterious functions of 
the human cells and the complicat­ 
ed processes of the body’s organs, 
as Mr. Kao points out: 
“ The Chinese words for know­ 
ledge are ‘hueh wen.’ if you trans­ 
late 
them literally into English 
they mean ‘learning to ask.’ ” 
In addition to the radioactive 
isotopes, medical physics has as-1 


out research work for the govern­ 
ment. 
Th group’s most important con­ 
tribution to medical science, how­ 
ever, may well be the production 
of more young medical physicists.* 
A schedule of courses in medical 
j physics already is being offered at 
Yale medical school while Dr. 
Heller and his associates map the 
course which future medical phy­ 
sicists will follow.

To tile average person this 
business of knots and nautical 
miles may Is* confusing at first, 
and he will want to know what 
and why. “ Miles" in measuring 
land travel has l>een a nitre or 
less deceptive term. Tile Ameri­ 
can “statute mile” is 5.280 feet. 
In ’European countries, before 
they abandoned them for kilomet­ 
ers, 
“miles,” 
ranged 
anywhere 
from 3,300 to 36.000 feet. 
But the “nautical”, “geogra­ 
bic” or “ sea" mile is of general 
ijse and cannot deviate liecause it 
represents I -60th of one of the 
360 degrees of a great circle rep­ 
resenting the circumference of the 
earth. Its length ’is 6,080.20 feet, 
approximately 800 feet 
longer 
than the American statute mile.
